proposed research. 

But Tanguay did not trust profes- 
sors to be completely honest in their 
analysis of the consequences of 
their proposed research. “Research 
will always be biased," she said. 

Board Chair, Hugh Hallward, 
said, “In the final analysis, it is 
human- judgement which decides. 
There is a risk. People arc people," 
he said. 

In other news, the Board unani- 
mously approved a motion pro- 
posed by Maria Battaglia, Student 
Society VP Unvcrsily Affairs, to 
establish a Standing Committee of 
the Board on Sexual Harassment. 
The Board also approved the addi- 
tion of a fourth McGill sexual har- 
rassment "assessor” to be added, 
for the MacDonald campus. 

Professor Conway, from the 
Department of English, called this 
“a good motion "butadded thatthc 
title of assessor might be intimidat- 
ing to a victim of sexual harrass- 
ment.

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Gosset trial begins with lawsuits and inquiries

Jury selection for the manslaugh- 
ter trial of Alain Gossett, the police 
officer charged with the November 
1 1 death of Anthony Griffin, was 
completed yesterday. 

“Many people fell Gossett should 
have been charged with murder," 
said Michel-Adrian Sheppard of 
S.O.S. Racism. But, he noted, 
murder is more difficult to prove. 

Gossett claims the shooting was 
an accident. He has filed libel suits 
totalling $1 450 000 against radio 
stations CJMS, CKAC, and televi- 
sion network TVA, claiming the 
stations’ coverage implied that he 
was racist. Gossett has gone on rec- 



ord saying he is "absolutely not a 
racist." 

lima Lynton-Holt, of the Negro 
Community Council (NCC), said 
the response to Griffin’s killing is 
unprecedented. ‘Tve never seen 
this level of cooperation between 
communities. Griffin galvanized 
everybody together. It makes it 
easier for the government to deal 
with a unite group in which the 
critical issues arc put forward." 

According to Lynton-Holt, 
"what happened when Griffin was 
killed was the last straw. Even 
though he was from the Black 
community, his death affected the 
rest of the ethnic communities as 
well. It opened a Pandora’s Box of 



grievances and issues." 

The Québec Human Rights 
Commission (QHRC!) formed a 
committee to investigate relations 
between non-White communities 
and police last December, in re- 
sponse. Tl»c five member commit- 
tee will accept written submissions 
from the public until March 4. 

Additional meetings with various 
cultural groups will preface a two- 
week public hearing in March or 
April. After another deliberation 
period, the committee will submit a 
written report to the QHRC by June 
30. 

Committee spokesperson Chris- 
tiane Ried said the inquiry has no 
judicial authority. “The purpose is 
to examine the whole situation and 



shed light on the overall image of 
the MUC police force. 

’There will be two sides to the 
inquiry. Firstly, to determine if 
there is racist behavior in the police 
force. Secondly, the committee will 
also try to find the sources of dis- 
crimination if it exists.” 

Ried said many administrative 
policies may be indirectly racist 
“Recruitment selections and infor- 
mation procedures without directly 
being racist, may discriminate." 

' Lynton-Holt, favours the QHRC 
investigation committee, but criti- 
cizes the committee’s objectives. 
“The mandate is too limited, it has 
been narrowed to Police-Visible 
Majority relations when the prob- 
lems extend to the totality of the 
civil service.” However, she added, 



"Given that a government ministry 
has chosen this option, they still 
have our full participation." 

Lynton-Holt is optimistic that a 
well- written, solid report will cause 
some government action. "I’m 
hoping Griffin’s death will have 
long-term effects. Not as bitterness, 
but as a motive for effective 
change. If Anthony's death did this, 
then he didn’t die for nothing." 



Rebuffing the ‘right wing offensive’

On Feb. 22nd, the Canadian 
Labour Congress (CLC) will come 
up with a list of resolutions on how 
women will fight the “right wing 
offensive.” The resolutions will be 
presented and eventually ratified at 
the next CLC’s general meeting in 
May in Ottawa. 

‘Stay home’ is the message 
women arc getting from many of 
the policies and statements coming 
from the Mulroney government, 
concerning issues ranging from 
free trade to day care, according to 
Canadian Union of Public Employ- 
ees member, Carole Robertson. 
The Conservatives seem to be sup- 
ported by big business in their at- 
tempts to bring down the women’s 
movement. Liberated women ref- 
use to take this and arc fighting 
back by- forming their own offen- 
sive. 

At a conference run by the Cana- 
dian Labour Congress (CLC) titled 
“The Equality Challenge: Taking 
Hold of Our Future,” 500 wom.en 
from across Canada got together to 
discuss the issues and questions 



from a progressive point of view. 
These women were from the CLC, 
la Federation du travail du Québec 
(FTQ) and various other unions. 

"The main aim of the conference 
was to define for ourselves j ust who 
is the right wing offensive," said 
Carole Gingras-Larivicrc of FTQ, 
adding that “we want to be able to 
counter the right wing offensive 
with a unified force of our own". At 
the conference they found that the 
‘conservative front’ consisted of 
“certain aspects of the Mulroney 
administration, large industries and 
a number of other non-progressive 
groups". 

The conference dealt with the 
issues from three perspectives: 
social, economic and individual . 
Topics of central concern were free 
trade, abortion, child care, mater- 
nity leave and the so-cailcd Af- 
firmative Action Program (job 
creation program for women). 

“Free trade will cause a lot of 
women to loose their jobs,” said 
Robertson, Facilitator of the CLC 
conference, because “most women 
work specifically in an office. With 
free trade the American branch 
plant offices in Montréal would no 



ice- 
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student lobbying efforts. ‘ 

QPIRG 's objective is to create a Québec lobbying network. In exchange for 
McGill’s student money, QPIRO promises to research issues in which students 
have expressed interest, for example abortion, loans, housing, etc. They intend 
to lobby the government with the results of their research efforts. 

However, there already exist .lumcrous lobbying organizations in Québec 
which are open to students. In try ing to do the work of all these groups, QPIRG 
runs the risk of becoming a costly and ineffective duplication. 

. In addition, QPIRG has not done their research. They have not linked with 
other Québec research groups. QPIRG cannolprovidc a strong lobbying voice 
if they maintain their isolation. Furthermore, they arc organizing through an- 
glophone universities. This is a backwards approach to organization in a 
francophone province. 

QPIRG differentiates itself from existing lobby organizations by claiming to 
represent students as citizens. Despite this intention, they have so far only 
approached students as students. They have organized their funding efforts 
through the framework of Students' Society and have based their budgets on 
student money. The QPIRG executive consists of professional researchcrs. 
Student money and student issues could potentially be put in the hands of paid 
bureaucrats. QPIRG wants student money but docs not want to represent 
students as students. 

QPIRG maintains it will be an autonomous organization, removed from 
Students’ Society control. But QPIRG has no constitution. This would place 
QPIRG beyond anyone's control and put the money they could recievc from 
McGill's students into an organization with no structure.

longer be required, everything will* 
be run by computer from the US." 

Since 50 per cent of all adult 
women in Canada arc in the work 
force and that a large proportion of 
that group works in an office in a 
secrctarial/rcceptionist type of job, 
free-trade would bring drastic ef- 
fects. “Up until free-trade, thcrearc 
laws against this type of (external) 
control,” said Robertson. 

• Also brought up at the confer- 
ence, was the success/failure of a 
recently formed programme called 
“affirmative action.” “This job 
creation programme was formed to 
place women into non-traditional 
jobs," said Robertson, adding “this 
doesn’t necessarily mean construc- 
tion work, but also white collar 
executive positions." But a thing 
that started out as a good idea ended 
up getting not so good results. 
“Most jobs created by this pro- 
gramme are part-time,” said 
Robertson. " That was very clever 
on the part of the government, since 
it means that women get no benefit, 
no pension, no pay equality, and 
basically no security," she added. 



“The affirmative action pro- 
gramme is not enough, in the face of 
the right wing offensive," said 
Robertson. 

The cofcrcncc also dealt with 
policies and altitudes towards fam- 
ily planning. Problems concerning 
abortion, maternity leave and 
day-care were brought up “since 
they determine the degree of free- 
dom of child-bearing aged 
women," said Gingras-Larivière. 

Some of the conservative attitudes 
towards abortion have been made 
clear by pro-lifers and such promi- 
nent figures as B.C. Premier Bill 
VandcrZalm, who told the Gazette 
that the province would not pay for 
a woman’s abortion, even if she 
was a victim of rape or incest, or if 
the child was known to be de- 
formed. The Supreme Court ruling 
will help on abortion, but “women 
will have to be ready to fight again," 
said Robertson. 

Day-care is also something many 
families are worrying about. A 
Montréal parent said, “We’ve been 
on the wailing list for day-care for 
two years, and my wife who has a 




PhD is forced to stay home because 
'of this, and it’s expensive.” 

But it is single parents that suffer 
the most, as "there are 800,000 
single parent families in Canada 
today," according to Robertson. 
The figure represents one out of 
seven Canadian tamilics. 
Robertson cannot see “conditions 
getting any better," given the lack 
of government funding necessary 
to make abortion and day-care 
accessible to average wage earners. 

Although the conference faced 
issucs,“no resolutions were made," 
said Gingras-Larivière, nor was it 
decided exactly what issues will be 
the focus at the bi-annual general 
meeting of the CLC in May. "The 
outcome of the May meeting will 
determine in what ways the CLC 
will lobby the government and 
what legislation will be supported,” 
according to assistant to CLC 
Womens’ Affairs president Linda 
Gallant, Bonnie Shicll. "It is time 
for us to look closely at the 
man-made laws, and prepare our 
strategies," said 

Gingras-Larivière.

part of its funding to set up an office 
with a full-time professional staff 
who will provide “the expertise 
needed to successfully complete 
projects and to establish and main- 
tain a resource centre accessible to 
students." Conachcrsaid these staff 
members will not be students. 

Gardner said, "If QPIRG wants to 
represent students as citizens, it 
should work within the structure, 
with groups such as ACEF and 
FNACQ, which arc completely 
accessible to students,” she said. 
“They are contradicting their own 
objectives by creating an organiza- 
tion exclusively for students." 

According to Gardner, most ex- 
isting organizations, including 
ANEEQ, conduct a considerable 
amount of research. A women’s 
group, Regroupement des centres 
de santé des femmes du Québec 
(RCSFQ) published an inquiry on 
the status of abortion in Québec. 
“It’s ridiculous to say that these 
groups don’t do research," said 
Gardner. 



Students’ Society Clubs’ Repre- 
sentative, Jamie Knben, .said 
"among other things, I’m worried 
that an external body like QPIRG is 
going to consume a lot of whatever 
student energy there is. The whole 
idea involves a massive duplication 
of efforts." • 

According to QPIRG organizers, 
the three dollar fee is refundable. 
“The refundable fee makes the 
QPIRG budget indefinite; the or- 
ganization could gel into serious 
financial difficulties with lease and 
compensation benefits for employ- 
ees, if they have to refund a lot of 
money," said Gardner. "This is not 
an efficient way pf organizing a 
club." Gardner added if QPIRG 
wanted to make its fee voluntary it 
should ask for simple donations. 

Concordia has had a PIRG chap- 
ter for about 10 years. Members of 
this organization have disassoci- 
ated themselves with the new PIRG 
campaigns at both McGill and 
Concordia. 

’The club has been quite inactive 
during its existence,” said Yun Jen 



of the new Concordia PIRG, "we. 
hope to do more research and be- 
come more effective by receiving 
funding and autonomy,” she added. 
Under the Concordia University 
Student Association (CUSA), the 
club could not assess a separate 
membership fee. 

“As an autonomous bodyr 
QPIRG is not specific to-McGill 
student interests and should not 
receive funding," Gardner said. 

“The QPIRG does not have a 
concrete structure to show us that it 
will succeed and be effective," said 
Kneen, “they only have proposals.” 

According to the Students Soci- 
ety constitution, in order to initiate 
a referendum at MeG ill , "a member 
of the Students Society must collect 
at least 500 signatures of Society 
members.” At McGill, the QPIRG 
organizing committee has col- 
lected over 5000 signatures. If ref- 
erendum results pass the fee, it shall 
stand for two years. 

"Students should be fully aware 
that QPIRG is saying nothing 
new,” said Gardner.

here is a concern growing among Canadian 
environmentalists and public-interest groups that food 
irradiation is a scam , designed to help the nuclear 
industry stay afloat in a time when it cannot sell any 
nuclear reactors. 



Atomic Energy of Canada Limited 
(AECL) has not received an order for a 
CANDU reactor since 1978. But 
AECL not only constructs nuclear 
reactors, it also builds food irradiation 
technology and has sales people all 
over the world trying to sell them to 
various nations, particularly the Third 
World. 

“They tell these nations that food ir- 
radiation will somehow improve the 
problem of starvation in the Third 
World which is really a load of crap — 
it has nothing to do with starvation. 
What it has to do with is finding a 
spinoff for the nuclear industry to help 
AECL,” said John Willis, Greenpeace 
campaign coordinator of the nuclear 
fuel cycle. 

The AECL is a crown corporation 
designed to make money. Yet, more 
Canadian tax money is given to the 
AECL for research than to all other 
forms of energy research combined. 
‘The people in the nuclear industry 
feel threatened and there’s a good 
reason for it because they’d die 
tomorrow if government subsidies 
stopped," said Gordon Edwards, Chair 
of the Canadian Coalition for Nuclear 
Responsibility.

Knowing that it 
cannot survive without government 
funding, the AECL has launched into 
food irradiator production. David 
Poch, lawyer for Energy Probe, 

Toronto and author of Radiation Alert, 
A Consumers Guide to Radiation 
Issues, calls the motives behind food 
irradiation technology “illegal". 

“There’s no great push from consum- 
ers and retailers for food irradiators— 
the push is from AECL,” he said. “It’s 
AECL’s proposal, design, resources 
and they arc building.thc units." 

In Canada, irradiation of potatoes, 
onions and wheat arc legal. But none 
of these products arc being irradiated 
commercially because most food 
chains cannot afford this expensive 
process. They also fear a public 
boycott of irradiated foods. 

Irradiation plants arc located in 
Whitby, Markham, and Peterborough, 
Ontario and in Laval and St. Hyacinth, 
Quebec. These plants currently 
irradiate medical supplies and animal 
feed. But many fear they could be 
easily converted to house food 
irradiation. 

Technological Colonialism 

The Canadian government is pushing 
hard to allow more food items to be 
irradiated because it will increase 
AECL’s chances of sales to the Third 
World. 

'The government needs the approval 
in Canada to market it in the Third 
World," said Irene Kock of the Nuclear 
Awareness Project, Oshawa. “It 
doesn’t matter if we cat it here in 
Canada— just as long as we sell in the 
Third World. Sure, they’d love to sell 
it in Canada but they’re looking at the 
Third World as a separate world. The 
only money to be made is in the Third 
World." 



with the help of the Ca 
tional Development Agency 
(CI DA). Cl DA purchases food 
irradiators from AECL and sends them 
as aid to developing nations. In effect, 
the Canadian government still subsi- 
dizes the AECL but the money comes 
from a different budget. 

CIDA’s latest food irradiator 
donations went to Thailand and 
Jamaica. Starting in 1987, CIDA will 
contribute S4.7 million to the Thai 
project over two and a half years. 

CIDA is also carrying out feasibility 
studies in Egypt, the Ivory Coast, 
Chile, Haiti, as well as informal 
inquiries in connection with Sri Lanka, 
Brazil, China, Guatemala, Senegal and 
Cameroon. 

‘The AECL is now using CIDA to 
get into some countries, in the hopes of 
gelling into other ones later, ” said 
Kock. 

‘‘Technological colonialism is what 
I’d call it,” said Linda Pirn, consultant 
on food irradiation at Pollution Probe. 
“CIDA has in the works Jamaica and 
Thailand and we don’t use it here— it 
doesn’t look good." 

Many critics of food irradiation 
question the necessity of this type of 
aid. “It’s aid that isn’t aid,” said Poch. 
“It is a mechanism by which the 
irradiation industry can obtain tax 
subsidies. It’s an abuse of the foreign 
aid programme because it’s inappropri- 
ate technology.” 

Food irradiation is a capital inten- 
sive, centralized industry. Each 
irradiator costs S3 million or more. In a 
developing country, only the multina- 
tional agribusiness can afford to use 
such a process.

shortages. In most of these countries, 
practically all the land belongs to a 
powerful few who sell their crops 
abroad, rather than in the domestic 
market. Exporting crops is more 
lucrative because wealthy nations 
create a large demand. This demand is 
not due to greater population, but to 
excessive consumption. 

“Food irradiation is going to put 
more land into export crops and Third 
World nations will have less food than 
they have now," said Kock. 

“It’s going to put control of resources 
in the Third World into the hands of 
the multinational agribusiness. The 
multinationals arc going to be able to 
go in and do as they please,” she said. 

Using gamma rays, food irradiators 
destroy any insects and many forms of 
bacteria living in the food. This 
facilitates the passage of exported 
crops through quarantine barriers. As 
well, food irradiation creates a longer 
shelf life for food, enabling it to travel 
longer with less risk of spoilage. 

The irony is lliat these irradiated 
crops will be coming back to wealthier 
nations. ‘There won’t be any guarantee 
that the food we import will be labelled 
as having been irradiated," said Kock.

“For 
example, one of the main purposes of 
food irradiation in Thailand is for the 
export of shrimp,” said Pat Adams, 
Executive Director of Probe Interna- 
tional. 

“It is ironic because there’s wide- 
spread discomfort in Canada and 
Britain for irradiated food. It’s not fair 
to encourage Third World countries to 
export food that may be rejected by us. 
It demonstrates the self-interest of 
those pushing it here because they just 
want to make irradiator sales," said 
Adams. 



It is unlikely that food irradiation of 
domestic crops within a Third World 
country would alleviate food shortages. 
Food irradiation requires a centraliza- 
tion of processing as all the food has to 
be collected and brought to the plant. 
But developing nations do not have the 
infrastructure necessary for such 
centralization. 

In the Third World food production 
mid consumption arc highly decentral- 
ized. "Centralizing the processing in 
the Third World is going to be next to 
impossible," said Adams. 

“For example, if you’re hauling in all 
the rice to one or two ccnualized 
depots then it creates a problem of 
distribution because there aren’t

erratic,” said Adams. 

Adams also pointed out the high risk 
of recontamination. “The packaging is 
not like ours — often things arc found 
open. From a technical point of view, 
there’s a high chance the food will gel 
rccontaminatcd and it’s therefore a 
waste of money." 

Adams feels that expensive technol- 
ogy such as food irradiation is unnec- 
essary for the Third World. "It’s true 
that there is food loss by pests. But the 
solutions arc known and it doesn’t cost 
S3 million. For example, putting 
palates between bushels will save 
much." 

In a relief situation, food must be 
delivered as quickly as possible to the 
region, but food irradiation requires 
more time. "To add an extra step 
without ensuring proper refrigeration 
and sterilization, by trying to channel it 
through one more stage, not only 
equals a waste of money, but a waste 
of lime," said Adams. 

Consumption Dangers 

Not only is food irradiation ineffi- 
cient, it may also be dangerous to 
ingest. Worldwide debates have 
continued over the safety of consuming 
irradiated foods, but neither side has 
produced conclusive evidence. 

“We don’t know if it’s safe," said 
Pim "We can’t say it definitely causes 
cancer in humans. But there have been 
enough studies that raise red flags of 
warning. It’s not as the nuclear 
industry says, that there arc no safety 
problems.” 

In 1973, the National Institute of 
Nutrition Jn Hyderabad, India con- 
ducted the only peer-reviewed study 
monitoring the human consumption of 
irradiated food. S.G. Srikantia, former 
director of the Institute, testified at the 
United States Congressional hearings 
on food irradiation in June 1987. 

Srikantia reported, “Undernourished 
children fed diets containing freshly 
irradiated wheat showed elevated 
levels of polyploid cells in circulating 
white cells." Polyploid cells arc cells 
with chromosome abnormalities. 

"Several months after the irradiated 
wheat was withdrawn, levels of 
polyploid returned to normal. 

“The meaning of increased numbers 
of polyploid cells is not clear, though il 
is often seen in association with 
rapidly regenerating tissues and with 
malignancy (cancer)," said Srikantia. 

The nuclear industry has tried to 
discredit the Indian study despite the 
fact that it was peer-reviewed and 
published in a scientific journal. Said 
Pim, “For me, the bottom line in 
science is if you can replicate a study 
and pul it in a peer reviewed journal. 
No one has published a document in a 
peer- reviewed journal that criticizes 
the Indian experiment." 

M ost groups who oppose 
food irradiation, demand 
that marketing of such 
foods not be done at home 
or abroad until solid studies have 
proven it to be unequivocally safe. 

“We have to watch the long term 
effects of food inadiation because the 
changes are subtle and the effects don’t 
show right away," said Edwards. 

‘The question is can the industry 
prove it as safe?" he asked. "Are we 
prepared to use people as guinea pigs? 
There arc things people should know— 
it's not true that food irradiation has 
been proven to be safe — that’s a lie." 

Health hazards could be intensified 
in the Third World where diets arc 
limited. “In the Third World they don’t 
have varied diet,” said Adams. “So if 



you irradiate one product then you 
magnify the chances of health effects.” 

Pim added, "There’s also been quite 
a bit of evidence of loss of vitamins in 
irradiated foods, especially vitamin B. 
This isn’t bad in a varied diet. But it is 
harmful in the Third World where they 
irradiate rice." 

Environmental Dangers 

Food irradiators also threaten the 
environment because they use large 
amounts of radioactive cobalt 60 which 
arc extremely toxic. Adams believes 
the dangers arc much greater and more 
immediate in the Third World where 
protection regulations for workers and 
the public arc poor. 

Some Third World governments do 
not care, while others are simply 
unaware. “For example," said Adams, 
“banned drugs and pesticides are 
distributed in the Third World and the 
Third World governments just can’t 
keep up with (regulating) them." 

Canada produces 90 per cent of the 
world’s cobalt 60. Cobalt 60 is a 
forced byproduct of the CANDU 
reactor. The sale of cobalt 60 would 
boost the AECL’s radioisotope 
programme. 

"What they figure is not only do they 
get rid of some of the waste," said 
Willis, “but they can sell some of the 
waste and reprocess it and take out 
these elements and sell them to 
whoever has bought their radiation 
plants." 

In some Third World countries there 
arc no institutions to regulate the use 
and disposal of radioactive materials. 
Pim is cynical about AECL’s role as a 
regulator. “AECL says they have 
records of their radioactive material, 
but there have been several accidents. 
One went so undetected that it was 
made into table legs which ended up in 
Winnipeg— that was AECL cobalt 60." 

This incident began in Mexico where 
450 curies of cobalt 60 inadvertently 
ended up in a scrap-metal yard. 
Workers in the yard developed 
radiation sickness from the exposure. 
As well, the cobalt 60 contaminated all 
the metal in the yard, 5 000 tons of 
which was shipped across North 
America. Some of the radioactive 
metal ended up in Winnipeg where 
radioactive table legs were removed 
from a cafe. 

Adams is skeptical of AECL’s ability 
to create regulatory bodies within the 
Third World itself. "AECL would train 
the people in regulatory bodies in 
Third World countries. But I am not 
confident that it would be well done. 
Tire regulatory bodies are not good, 
even big multinational companies like 
Union Carbide.” 

Union Carbide is one of the United 
States’ largest chemical companies. In 
1984, the world’s worst industrial 
accident occurred at the Union Carbide 
plant in Bhopal, India. As many as 5 
000 people died but the official count 
is 2 000. 

Despite all these potential dangers, 
the implementation of food irradiators 
in the Third World resides in the hands 
of the exporting and importing 
governments — not the people. For 
example, in Thailand, the deal passed 
from the Canadian government 
through AECL and CIDA to the Office 
of Atomic Energy for Peace in 
Thailand. 

CIDA and other Western aid 
agencies arc not obliged to take into 
consideration the concerns and wishes 
of the general public in the Third 
World. 

“In Thailand there was no public 



consultation and the people arc not 
happy," explained Adams who is in 
contact wilh-public interest groups in 
Thailand. 

"If there were, the public reaction 
would be the same as it is here, that 
there are cheaper methods, and we 
don’t really need it. People are just as 
prudent there as here. The attitude of 
governments is that these people can’t 
make a decision for themselves," she 
said. 

“People in the Third World arc made 
to feel like guinea pigs. We’re accom- 
plices with Third World governments 
because we arc trying to sell a product 
we arc having a hard lime selling to 
ourselves,” said Adams.

fall, A&P food chain 
decided to test market irradiated 
potatoes in the Hamilion/Toronto 
region. Before they conducted the test, 
the issue was discussed on a radio 
show in the United States. The large 
number of phone calls from concerned 
listeners protesting the marketing of 
irradiated food caused A & P to cancel 
the project. The AECL now has 10 000 
bags of irradiated potatoes that cannot 
be test marketed. 

Yet, the Canadian government still 
wants to create legislation allowing 
more kinds of food to be irradiated in 
Canada. 

In May 1987 the Standing Commit- 
tee on consumer and corporate Affairs 
on the Question of Food Irradiation 
and the Labelling of Irradiated Foods 
published their final report after 5 
months of public hearings. 

The committee underlined the need 
for more testing in food irradiation 
technology. They recommended that 
food irradiation be restricted to those 
foods already approved "until an in- 
depth scientific assessment of health 
implications and further toxicological 
studies indicate that no significant 
adverse health effects would be 
expected to be found by the ingestion 
of irradiated foods." 

But in September 1987, Jake Epp, 



Minister of Health and Welfare, issued 
a response opposing most of the 
committee's recommendations. The 
report sided with the claim that the 
doses used for commercial food arc 
safe. The report deemed additional 
testing on the safety of irradiated 
wheat and chicken unnecessary. 

"I was completely outraged dial the 
Federal government responded this 
way. It was an all party committee — 6 
Conservatives, 2 Liberals, 2 NDPs and 
the decision was unanimous. What is 
the system for if they can roughshod 
over it?" said Pim. 

Edwards is not surprised. “The 
government is totally ignoring this 
report because the wheels were already 
turning." 

The Canadian government and the 
pronuclcar lobby arc not concerned by 
the possibility that food irradiation 
may be unsafe. Nor arc they consider- 
ing whether it is necessary or appropri- 
ate cither at home or in the Third 
World. They arc thinking about 
making money. 

“So who needs food irradiation?” 
said Edwards. 'The answer is the 
nuclear industry needs it and nobody 
else.”

The dossier will be the basis for 
indications made by CISO to the 
Canadian government as to what 
actions it should lake in support of 
the 

Palestinians, for press conferences, 
and for conferences with other 
groups 

and organizations. 

Other projects and dossiers or- 
ganised by CISO this year cover 
women prisoners in Chili, the peace 
plan of Central America, debts of 
the 

Third World countries, and human 
rights in Southern Africa.
